‘Pars, Sept. 16. - 
Etters from Cadiz of the 28th Ule. bring 
Advice, that on the 23d at 6an the Eve- 
ning the Enemy came before that Port, 
to the Number of 196 Veffels great and 
' fmall. On the 24th, They founded the 
Coaft from Cadiz to San Pedro. On the 25th, They 
made the neceflary Preparations, and attempted to 
Land, but were repuls’d. On the 26th, All their 
Flat-bortom’d Boats made -to the Shore before Port 
St. Mary:and la Rotta, being fuftain’d by 3 Frigaces 
which Cannonaded 150 Spanifh Horfe and about 
300 Foot which oppos’d their Defcent. This {mall 
number of Men made very great refiftance, but Sen- 
nor Valero the Lieutenant-General of the Horfe was 
kill'd after he had diftinguith’d himfelf extraordina- 
rily. At-length the Enemy landed,and remain fince 
at la Rotta, a little place without Fortifications. It 
was notthought proper to draw vut the Troops that 
are appointed for the defence of the Ifland of Cadiz 
to oppofe this Defcent. It does nor appear that the 
Enemy have more than 300 Herfe. They have fet 
up a Standard with the Emperor’s Arms, and have 
difpers'd feveral Papers, but without any Succefs. 
The Marquefs de Villa d’Arias is drawing together 
all the Forces and Militia thereabouts : and the Peo- 
ple of Andalufia have made new Proteftations of Fi- 
delity. The City of Seville fends 1000 Men of their 
Militia and fome Money.-

Letters from Frankfort of the 1oth of Sept. N. S. 
Advife, that at 1 in the Morning of the 9th, the Im- 
perialifts Storm’d the Citadel of Landau and carry’d 
it in a quarter of an hour's time with the lofs of be- 
tween 20 and 30 Men: within a few hours after 
Monfieur de Melac hung out a white Flag, and in 
thort Surrender’d the Town on the following Articles 
of Capitulation. 

I. Monfieur de Melac fhall be oblig’d to deliver 
up ene of the City Gates to the Emperor’s Forces on 
the rith of September at 8 in the Morning ; and the 
next day the Garrifon fhall march out with their 
Baggage and the ufual Honours, as Drums beating, 
Colours flying, Fire-Arms and others, Ball in mouth, 
Match lighted, and Powder and Ball for 36 difchar- 
ges a Man, to be conducted to Belligheim, where 
they may halt for 2 or 3 days, if they think fit, to 
order their Affaits. And in cafe any Officer cannot 
get his Baggage ready fo foon, to take it, with him, 
he fhall be permitted to leave behind him one. of his 
Servants, or other perfon that does not bear Arms, 
for 2 or 3 days, to take cate of his Baggage and 
bring ir away. 

I]. The Garrifon thall carry out with them 4 Pie- 
ces of Cannon, two 24, one 12, and the -other 6 
Pounders: And alfo 2 Mortars, 1 of the biggeft, 
the other of the next fize, and hall be provided with 
Horfes to draw them. 


Ill. They fhall be permitted to take with them 
Powder and Bullets for 24 Difcharges of each Can-, 
non and 24 Bombs for the Mortars ; they fhall alfo. 
be furnifh’d with Horfes to draw them to Strasburg, 
and 2 Waggons for their Head-pieces and Cuiraffes.. 

IV. The Citizens and Iuhabitants of Landau, as 
well Ecclefiafticks as others, fhall- be maintain’d in 
the free exercife of their Religion, Privileges, &c’, 
without any alteration. 

._V» All the Oiiicers and Soldiers in the, Service of 
the French King, may carry away their. own Bag- 
gage, but not any thing that_ belongs to: his moft 
_ VI. There fhall be provided at the charge of his 
Imperial Majefty yoo Waggons, with 4, to 
each,to carry the Baggage,and the Sick & Wounded. 

VIL The Sick and Wounded may ftay. in the 
Town to be cured, and fhall be furnith’d, only with 
Bread ; And when they are well thall be, carry’d to 
the neareft place that is in the hands of rhe French, 

The Governor, the Officers and. Soldiers, 
and generally all Perfons in the Service of the Kin 
as Commiffarys of War, Ingeniers, Officers of the 
Artillery, and thofe belonging to the Hofpitals, Chi- 
rurgeons, &c. fhall have Pafsports given them and a 
fufficient Convoy to Strasburg. 

TX. In cafe the Baggage and Moveables of the 
Garrifon cannot be carry’d-away fo foon, they may 
be left in the place for 2 Months, in which time they 
may be taken and carry’d away by the Owners, 
X., The Governor. and his Garrifon fhall be al; 


low'd toftop at Haguenau for 2.or 3 days, but at 
XI. When the Gartifon hall, march of thé 
lace, no peérfon either Man or Woinan fhall be mo- 
efted ; nor fhall any of their Ba gage or Moveab’es 
be taken. from theni; And all Prifoners on Bork 
Sides, taken fince the War was declared, hall be 
exchang’d.

As for the Debts of the Officers and Soldiers, 
Security fhall be given for the Payment of them. . 
XVI. The Citizens and Inhabitants of Landau, 
fhall not demand to be paid for Wine , Pallifadoes,

XVII. All the French Officers and Ecclefiafticks

From tie Army of the Allies under the Earl of Marl- 
borough, at Sutendael, Sept. 14. On Monday laft 
the Enemy broke up from Beringen and encamp’d 
the fame day at Halem and Hetck ; and Yefterday 
at Tongeren, their Army lying between that Town 
and Borchloen,having their Head-Quarters at Bedoe. 
Our Army having notice of their March, march’d 
Yefterday in the Morning from Afch, and encamp’d 
the Right under the Earl of Marlborough at Suten- 
dael, and the Left under the Earl of Athlone at La- 
naken within lefs than a League of Maeftricht. Or- 
ders are given for laying a Bridge over the Meufe a 
little above Stockem, as well for the convenience of 
forraging on the other fide of that River into rhe 
Spanith Gelderland, this fide being already forrag’d, 
as for covering the Siege of Venlo, in cafe the Ene- 
my fhould pafs the Meufe to attempt the relief of
